PURPOSErTo prevent flow of generated gas 
to a supply side for alkali ion water or the like 
by connecting the line on the outlet side of a 
cathode chamber and an anode chamber to a 
washing line having a circulation pump and a 
steam separating means via a pipeline 
selector valve. 

CONSTITUTION:Washing liquid flows into a 
washing line 17 and the washing liquid is 
circulated together with washing water through 
an anode chamber 4, a water supply chamber 
2 and an anode chamber 5 when pumps 19, 
21 are driven. The gas generated during the 
washing is released from a gas venting tank 
18 via a drain line 20 to the outside. The fresh 
water flows through the chamber 2 and the 
chamber 5 into the line 17 and is discharged 
partly through the tank 18 to the line 20 when 
the pump 21 is stopped and a stop valve 23 is 
opened upon ending of the washing. The 
remaining water flows through the pump 19 to 
* the chamber 4 and washes gradually the 
inside of an electrolytic cell 1 . 
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
